design in which the heat from 
the bulbs is restrained ina 
glass shade or filobe. 

ine notice warns, 
however, that the following 
procedure should be taken 
where fixtures have been in 
use for some time to ensure 
that they are reasonably safe, 

(1) Arrange for the fix- 
tures to be thoroughly ex- 
amined including the supply 
leads for detection of any 
breakdown in insulation etc, 
from excessive tempera- 
tures, 

(2) Have all parts which 
show deterioration replaced 
or have new fixtures instale 
led, 

(3) Because fixtures are
